The annual. conference this year 


had a special significance for the 
Federation since it took place a few 
weeks after the sixtieth anniversary 
of its inception and a few weeks

its setting in the rather gloomy Town 
Hall and its proceedings lacked the 
elements. of festivity and novelty 
which the occasion merited, Although 
according to the report of the 
Credentials. Committee the  con- 
ference Should have. been attended 
hy 523 delegates with the right to 
vote and another 755. fraternal dele- 
cates, making a total of 1,278, even 
the opening session could boast only 
half that number, while the ordinary 
sessions had to be content with one- 
centh.

Messages received from Mr. Ben- 
Gunon, Dr, Nahum Goldmann, as 
well as from a number of Israeli 
leaders and British M.P-s of all parties 
were read tO the conference. 

Opening the conference, Mr. A. I. 
Richtiger, the Chairman, enumerated 
the achievements of the Federation in 
the political and other spheres, par- 
ticularly with regard to Jewish educa- 
tion and aliya, - The aim of the Z.F., 
he announced, was to raise the 
number of Jewish day -schools—of 
which there were at present four— 
to twelve by 1960. And in Israel, he 
said, there were now 6,000 people who 
had gone there from Britain “ largely 
simulated. by the efforts of the 
Federation.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


LIBERATION OF THE PEOPLE 


rejected by the children of Israel, 
and the importance of this first verse 


HERE are two verses in the 
Scriptural lesson for the first 
day of Passover, which have 
a certain inner connection between 
them, though that connection is by 
no means visible on the surface. 
The first of these two verses is the 
response by the children of Israel 


to the commandment to sacrifice . 


the Paschal lamb, “And the 
children of Israel went and did so; 
as the Lord commanded Moses 
and Aaron, so did they” (Exodus 
xii, 28). And the other verse 
explains the reason for the baking 
of the matzot, “for they were 
thrust out of Egypt and could not 
tarry, neither had they  pre- 
pared for themselves any victual ” 
(Ibid. xii, 39). 

In order to appreciate the con- 
nection between these two verses 


it is necessary to go back ‘to the 


very beginning of the battle for 
emancipation whose successful out- 
come we celebrate on this glorious 
festival. The first attempt of 
Moses to obtain the release of the 


slaves. ended in utter failure. Not.’ 


only was the demand contemptu- 
ously rejected but added burdens 
were placed upon the already over- 
burdened. shoulders of the hapless 
slaves. The people thereupon 
utterly arid completely rejected the 
leadership of Moses, and when, 
after a message of encouragement 


from God, he appealed to them 


again, his plea was repulsed. 


FROM. this moment onwards 

Moses and Aaron; their 
struggle for the liberation of their 
beloved flock, act entirely on their 
own, in accordance with God's 


command, and later on we read the 
_explicit verse “Is not this the word 
that we spoke unto thee in Egypt 


saying: Let us alone, that we may 
| For it were 
better for us to serve the Egyptians, 


than that we should die in the: 


wilderness.” (Exodus xiv, 12). Clearly 
one sees that Moses had _ been 


‘to freedom and 


~ 


lies in the fact that at long last, for 
the first time after that first rebuff, 


Moses obtained their obedience. 


And yet, it is impossible to. say 


how long that acceptance of the 


leadership of Moses would have 
continued. What would have been 
the result had Pharaoh merely 
permitted a voluntary exodus of 
those who wished to go, making 


the choice equally voluntary for 


those who preferred the fleshpots 
of Egypt to the hardships of the 
wilderness, bondage. and security 
insecurity, to 
remain in Egypt ? It is a hypotheti- 
cal question, but the continued 
threat of the children of Israel, at 


every reverse, to return to Egypt at 


least constitutes a prima facie case 
for the belief that many would have 
remained. 


FOR the hard fact must be stated. 


. The mass of a people are. 
jiberated against their will. The 


spark of liberty animates a small 


-and unrepresentative group. It is 


only after the movement begins to 
be crowned with success that sud- 
denly it becomes a mass movement. 
“And they went and did as the.

DR. EYTAN MARRIES 


IN LONDON 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Dr. Walter Eytan, the Director- 
General of the Israeli Ministry 
Foreign Affairs, who attended a 
luncheon on Monday, a few hours 
after his arrival in England, to launch 
his new book on Israel, “The First 
Ten Years,” was being married on 
Wednesday. at Caxton Hall Registry 
Office, London. 

His bride is Mrs. Beatrice Levison 
Zion, daughter of Mr. and Mrs, 
Simon Schuster, of the United States. 
The wedding was taking place almost 
in secret, and Dr. Eytan’s visit here 
was stated by the Israeli Embassy to 
be private. It is the second marriage 
for both. | 

Dr. Eytan was educated at Oxford 
University, where he was later a lec- 
turer in German Philosophy. He 
changed his name from Ettinghausen 
to Eytan when he went to Israel, 
where. on the establishment of the 
State in 1948, he was appointed to his 
present post. In 1949 he* headed the 


Ysraeli delegation which . negotiated 


the armistice. with Egypt. 

In 1953 Dr. Eytan ied a special 
mission to India, establishing valuable 
contacts with Pandit Nehru, and. two 
years later he led the. Israeli delega- 
tion at the first. international confer- 
ence on atomic energy in Switzerland, 

In his new book, which is published

Should He Have a University Education ? 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Would you prefer your minister to 
have a university, education or do. you 
agree with the opinion of Rabbi 
Samson Raphael Hirsch, who said 
about his fellow-rabbis in Germany, 
almost a century ago, that when they 
started to become doctors the Jewish 
community got really sick ? 

Rabbi Hirsch’s dictum was quoted 
by Mr. William Frankel, General 
Manager of THe JewisH CHRONICLE, 
who was a member of a panel of 
speakers provided by the Anglo- 
Jewish Association for a brains trust 
in the Dollis Hill Synagogue Hall last 
week.

fa Passover, In every Jewish household 
ls the Seder Service, with its hallowed 
 yitual and time-honoured cere- 
ee monies, will proclaim the meaning 
of our celebration. .. Over three 
thousand years have. passed since 
the Divine redemption. of our 
ancestors from Egyptian bondage 
formed the occasion of the. first 
Passover. Yet the perpetual 
observance by the Jewish people 
of its birthday of freedom is a 
repeated command of Holy Writ 
‘which impresses by its solemn 
-yeiteration: “It was a night. of. 
— watching unto the Lord for bringing 
them out from the land of Egypt: 
this same night is a night of watch- 
ing unto the Lord for all the 
children of Israel throughout their 
generations.” 
This everlasting message of. our 
Festival finds constant reflection in 
the Hagada, which we shall again. 
nt recite. The ‘primary purpose of 
this recital is to recount the narra- 
| tive of the Exodus. - But that 
ancient story is inextricably bound 
_up with the subsequent events of 
Jewish history, so that past, present, 
future become interwoven 
together: “It is this same. promise 
that hath been maintained to our 
forefathers and to us, for there hath 
not been only one to rise up against

of Israel. 


MEALS ON FESTIVALS — 

A CIRCULAR has gone forth from 
the Kashrus Commission in 
London informing _restaurants 
licensed by them that the Beth Din 

has ruled that kosher restaurants 
may not open on the Festival of 
Passover (including the eves) except 
for Sedarim. Not long ago atten- 
tion was directed to the peculiar 
policy of the Beth Din and Kashrus 
Commission. .in denying to Jewish 
visitors to London, and to those 
residents whose domestic circum- 
stances impose upon them the 
necessity of “eating eut,” the 
opportunity of eating a meal in 
a kosher restaurant on Sabbaths 
and Festivals. When Councillor 
Snowman raised the matter in 1956 
the President of the Kashrus Com- 
mission wrote a letter to these 
coluntas expressing the hope that 
“something might be done in this 
connection. befor@“fong,” and at a 
meeting held in the following Feb- 
ruary he was reported to have said 
that there was “a definite need 
for such facilities.” Conditions 
agreed to by the Chief Rabbi and 
Beth Din whereby _ restaurants 
- might be opened on Sabbaths and 
Festivals without the Sabbath being 
desecrated were then reported to 
__ the Kashrus Commission, and there . 


Which clearly 


seemed to be reason to hope that 
the co-operation of the restaura- 
teurs might be forthcoming. After 
a further delay, the President of 
the Kashrus Commission stated 
that they had been unable to sur- 
mount the difficulties of Sabbath 
observance but that the matter was 
“still being considered by the 
Ecclesiastical Authorities and the 
Kashrus Commission.” No further 
Statement has been issued, but the 
public is now confronted with the 


negative and unheralded edict of 


the Beth Din. Admittedly — the 
solution of the problem is not with- 
out its difficulties, but surely they 
are difficulties which face the 
tradesman who is not allowed to 
accept payment when the meal is 
consumed, rather than problems of 
a religious character? That this 
is so 18 proved by the fact that on 
the Continent and in Israel 
rabbanim whose Orthodoxy the 
London Beth Din could not impugn 
allow the serving of meals in kosher 
restaurants on Sabbaths and 
Festivals. In any event, it is diff- 
cult to see why, if the London Beth 
Din admit the necessity and possi- 
bility. of Sedarim being. arranged 


_ at restaurants, visitors to London. 


should be denied the right. to use 


on the following day. 


FRONTIER INCIDENTS 


Waite there has been no lack 


of political excitement in the 
“Middle East. during the past 


months, the frontiers of Israel have 


remained remarkably quiet until 


this week. Unfortunately, there has 


now. been an outbreak of violence © 
on the Syrian: frontier which was 


intended, apparently, to disturb the 
peaceful work of drainage. which 
the Israelis were undertaking 
immediately to the south of what, 
until a short while ago, was Lake 
Hula. Luckily, Israeli casualties 
were not serious and the United 
Nations .observers were able to 
arrange a cease-fire. Whether this 
outbreak—the responsibility for 
rests firmly on 
the | Syrians—portends further 
aggression from the Arab States 


or whether it was an isolated out-. 
break of spite directed at Israeli 


agricultural development, remains 
to be seen. The Israeli Government 
itself seems satisfied that there is 


no cause for undue alarm, and 
Mrs. Meir has declared that the 


reclamation work will continue and 
has affirmed her confidence that 
this attack will not deter the steady 
flow of tourists which is expected 
during Passover and throughout the 


Tenth Anniversary Year. No doubt 


the matter will be discussed when 
Mr. Hammarskjoeld meets) Mah- 
moud Fawzi, the Foreign Minister 
of the United Arab Republic, in 
Geneva this week. It has been the 
practice of the Secretary-General 
to try to forestall troubles before 
they reach a crisis, and it may, 
therefore, be hoped that this meet- 
ing will help to dampen any 
inclination which the Arabs may 
have to provoke hostilities against 


Israel. It is in the same spirit 
that Dr. Urrutia, Mr. Hammar- 
skjoeld’s personal representative, 


has this week flown to Israel to take 
stock of the situation in regard 
to the Mount Scopus dispute. 
Although there has been no 
recurrence of the crisis which 
brought him to Jerusalem in Janu- 
ary, there seems to have been no 
progress since then to elimimate 
the underlying causes of friction. 
Dr. Urrutia, one may suppose, takes 


the view that prevention is better 


than cure. He has indeed chosen 
an appropriate moment for his 
visit. At this season Jews and 
Christians and Moslems (for it is 
also the month of Ramadhan) are 
concerned with serious religious 
observances and all of them may 
fittingly echo in their own way the 
voice of the Psalmist when he sang 
“Oh pray for the peace of 
Jerusalem.” Though how much

‘KOSHER SCHOOL MEALS 


THE special application of the 


dietary laws to Passover gives a 


particular timeliness to the appeal 
on behalf of the Kosher School- 
the Chief 
Rabbi. has 
commend to their congregations 
during the Festival. In the course 
of the past. year the Service has 
increased its activities so that it 
is now providing over 
midday meals daily for Jewish 
over 120 
schools throughout the Metropolis. 
The largest of the new centres 
which have been opened is at 
Golders Green, where some 350 
being served 
datly. In order to meet. these 
increasing demands premises have 
been purchased which are now 
being adapted and equipped as a 
second set of central 
These new premises, which are due 
to be opened in May, will relieve 
the pressure on the present central 
kitchens in Mile End and should 
permit of. the opening of. still 
further centres. All this, however, 
requires substantial sums of money, 
not only for the maintenance of 
kitchens and equipment but also 
for the revenue deficit that must 
increase every time a new centre 
is opened. It is estimated that the 
Service has to meet a deficit of £5 
per annum jn respect of each child 
Although the Service 
has now become established as an 
essential part of the London com- 
munal scene, yet its finances. still 
remain precarious, since there is 
very little guaranteed income. The 
present appeal therefore deserves 


the generous support of all congre-— 


gations which realise the religious 
importance of this cause. More- 
over, as is indicated jn our news 
from Southend, the need for 


greater support of this cause would 


seem to be 


not confined to the 
Metropolis.

Status which limit This 
would indeed be limitation of free- 
dom according to those schools

play to society. All these rulings 
are based on the notion of con- 
sociation and not subordination. 
The laws are designed to help 
people to live one with another,

another. The. attitude of Jewish

Just and Equal Treatment 


In every enlighted system of law 
a doctrine as to the social mingling 
of liberty 
required. The task js to reconcile 
the ‘freedom which is necessary if 
the individual is to give of his best 
to mankind with the compulsion 
which is necessary if the com- 
munily is to exist, in which alone 
he can enjoy his freedom. It is 
the Jewish Law’s just and equal 
treatment of the people which 
guarantees freedom. In fact, com- 
munity life based Hoshen 
Mishpat was successful for many 
generations: This was adhered to 
not solely by the demand of obedi- 
ence to the law but achieved. the 


recognition of the people who gave 


it their love and willing service. 
This explains why. Moses was 
told that the freeing of Israel from: 
the bondage of Egypt was. not. in 
itself a proof that he had been 
sent by God. But, “ This is. for 
you the sign that I sent you, when 


you take the people out of Egypt. 


you should» serve God on. this 
mountain.” Moses understood that 
the mere freeing of the people was 
not an end in itself. Physical free-

Linguistic Continuity Broken 

In those days those terms of 
abuse were identical. Their mean- 
ing, like the meaning of afikomen, 
became forgotten when Jewry was 
uprooted from that culture, and 
developed its laws and learning 
in un-Roman, un-Hellenic, ghettoes, 


in Palestine and in Babylon ; and in 
the Aramaic language, the Eastern 


Yiddish of those centuries. 


We have the authority of the 
Vilna Gaon (admittedly in a differ- 
ent context, on an unrelated issue) 
for believing that the schools 
of Babylon had legal ideas which 
had not developed in Palestine. 
In contrast, we have evidence that 
the Babylonian schools had lost 
sight of the origins of some 
of their learning. Certainly 
continuity had been 
broken. Greek words are used by 
the Amoraim, sometimes correctly 
as legal terms, but without aware- 
ness (or with intentional conceal- 
ment 7?) of their Greekness. Thus 


the Amoraim knew the notion of 


a mortgage of chattels. with the 


mortgagor in. possession. This they 
called apoteke, clearly a corruption 
of the Greek hypotheke. When 


asked for the meaning, a Babylon-

To the rabbis of Babylon many 
Mishnaic terms of Greek origin 
were technical terms. The break 
in cultural continuity between the: 
early authorities and the “late; 
involving a linguistic gap between 
the two periods, left the later ones 
with a legal vocabulary imperfectly 
understood as language, but on the 
whole accurately applied. Inaccur- 
acy of application must, however, 
occur, when the meaning of the 
word used js part of the content of 


the law, and not merely the descrip-_ 


tion of a legal concept. 


Reconciling Two Opinions 


Afikomen is a case in point. 
Unless 
the law cannot be understood. The 
Amoraic treatment of the Mishna 
in Pesahim suggests that one at 
least of the discutants knew the 
word komos (Greek for a revel). 
It is explained that there should be 
no request for dessert or other 
entertainment.

The Ignorant Peasant 
And what of our terms of abuse? 
In the later layers of the Talmud 
the am-haaretz seems to be the 
“ Bauer,” the ignorant peasant, 
incapable. of the refinements of 
piety and morality, a man who is 
apt to ridicule learning, or, if 
respectful, to become disrespectful 
when he is allowed familiarity, or 
if a scholar becomes in any way 
under obligation to him. Yet 
earlier pronouncements are made 
about him which are too severe, 
even for pedants, as a condemna-— 
tion of ignorance. His life is not 
valued. His homicide js justifiable. 
He is worse than an idolator. He 
may be lawfully killed on Yom 
Kippur, or gutted like a fish. This 
fierce. hostility,..so..similar to the 
hatred of Apikorsim, is more under- 
standable as the condemnation of 
a schismatic or a heretic than as 
an expression of distaste for crude- 
ness or churlishness. 
There is Jess unity in the Tal- 
mudic treatment of am-haaretz 
than in the treatment of apikoros. 
Logically this jis because the former 
is more susceptible to ambiguity. 
Apikoros seems to be more doc- 
trinally significant than am-haaretz, 
and continues to be hated as wicked 
in periods when the am-haaretz 
is merely despised. This is con- 
sistent with the theory that origin- 
ally the two verbal expressions 
represented the same object of 
rabbinic hostility, but were differ-

ry SPENT a morning some few 
weeks ago revisiting a few 
haunts of my boyhood, a pil-

Hazardous Pilgrimage 
It called up memories of that 
Passover pilgrimage entrusted to 
me, as the eldest son, year after 
year, a pilgrimage fraught with 
excitement and hazard. Armed 


with a spotless pillowcase and the 


necessary cash, [I would be 
instructed to call at Levy's for the 
family matzot, those amazingly 
thin, brittle, so palatable, speckled 
discs of unleavened bread that have 
found no equal since. = 

They were the matzot beloved of 
our generation and of many a 
generation preceding it. The Levy 


matzot found their way all over the | 


world; and TI recall an Austra-_ 
lian uncle who booked his order . 
long before the coming of Purim, 
deciaring the antipodean product to 
be a travesty of the genuine thing. 


My heart was in my mouth lest 


those frightfully fragile biscuits, 
packed so cleverly by Mr. Levy, 
Senior, in mother’s best pillowcase, 
arrive home in sorry. state. 
Gingerly I carried my precious load 
from one end of “ the Lane ” to the 
other. Hopefully I would: deposit 
that precious. pillowcase and its 


contents in the driver's cabin of the — 


horse-drawn tram, 

Had those matzot been the most 
precious of Waterford glassware I 
couldn’t have stowed them away 
‘more lovingly.

Obviously it is hard to accept that 
the word is a_ translation of 
Epicurean. There is nothing in the 
sublime and highly ethical agnosti- 
cism of Lucretius to antagonise 
the teachers of a nation whose 
literature already included Koheleth 
and Job (perhaps without their 
present Orthodox addenda) and the 
pagan Song. A_ reference in 
Josephus to. the Epicureans is a 
respectful one. Being in Greek it 
is unambiguous. There is no clear 
Talmudic reference to anything 
suggestive of Epicureanism proper. 
On the other hand, if some Greco- 
Roman doctrine was particularly 
anathema to Israel, the official, and 
cruel, Roman Stoicism, and many 
worse schools of thought, were 
available for detestation. 

Later rationalised meanings can 
be quickly disposed of. Afiko-ros, 
” he casts off the bit,” is disarmingly 
bad. And Maimonides’ derivation 
from the root. hefker - (loose, 
unbridled) is supported only by the 
universal deference that is: rightly 
given to so great an authority. 


Simple Transliteration 
“it. the author’s submission, | 


apikoros is a simple transliteration 
of the well-known classical Greek 


epikorios—a man of. the 
. country, an old inhabitant, a “ back- 


woodsman ” Paganus. Of this word 
epikorios, apikeros is the trans- 


literation and am-haaretz is the 


literal translation. 
Quite simply, both words described 


(even before Sadduceeanism became . 


politics), a kind. of -Sadducee. 


(The words are grouped together - 


in Sifre.). The ‘Tzadukee,: the 
old dweller in Ir Tzedek, was 
opposed to all rabbinic authority, 
to rabbinically. approved texts. of 


Torah, to rabbinic traditions, and 
to all rabbinic exegesis—in short, to 


all the main sources of the mature 


law. If they accepted Torah they © 
accepted: only Kera as later the. 
_Karaites did. 


From it they would 
not deduce hermeneutically. There- 
fore they did not accept a Biblical 
derivation of the doctrines of 


‘immortality and resurrection. It 


followed (in those times) that they 
did not accept rabbinic ethics. 


Textual Support. 


for the attribution of this anti- 
scepticism, this 
cynicism, alike to apikoros and 
am-haaretz. So Akiva started life as 
an aim-haaretz. “ He wanted to bite. 
rabbis as if he were an ass.” (Pes. 


49b.) But there seems to be Tal- 


mudic evidence that at that time he 
knew the Kera: only Lo Shono— 
he had learned no Mishna (see 
Aboth de R. Nathan, ch. vi). Later 
he became the Pharisee, the herme- 
neutricist par excellence. But while 
he was anti-rabbinic he manifested 
a bitterness which is echoed in the 
Pharisaic spirit that later kept the 
Maccabees and Chanucah out of the 
Talmud. 
Eventually, to the rabbis of 
the later. Mishna, after the 
Destruction, the enemy was a sort 
of Sadducee divorced from Pales- 
tine politics. The antagonist was 
more sophisticated, in Greek, as the 
epikorios; our apikeros; but the 
word? also fitted those too ignorant 
or coarse to appreciate rabbinic 
lore. Later the rabbis of Babylon 
saw two enemies where there was 
only one, because there were two 
words, the exact meaning of one 
of ..which.was lost... But good words 
are rarely wasted, Eventually the 
two words developed separate 
and came to 
to recognisably different types ; 
the heretic and to the Somes 
respectively. 


So the whirligig of semantics 
brings in its changes.

Dedicated as he now. sees himself. 


to the major enterprise of the 
“ History of Parliament,” . Sir Lewis 
Namier. has found it convenient and 
appropriate to begin the publication 


of a series of volumes containing and ~ 


rearranging those short essays on the 
variety of topics which his genius has 
illumined from time to time in. the 
course of his long and varied career. 
The first volume of the new series 
includes the essays which deal with 
aspects of European history between 
1812 and. 1918. Weare given a 
glimpse of one of those unwritten 


works one would most like to have . 


read- Sir Lewis's history of Europe 
in. the last’ century of its world 
supremacy, 

Although all these papers have 
“appeared: in- print before, jt is useful 
to have them in this accessible form, 


} and this. is particularly true of the 


central essay in the book, which is. the 
famous account of the downfall. of 
the Habsburg Monarchy, originally 
printed jn Professor Temperley’s big 


history of the 1919 Peace Conference. 


When this.is taken in conjunction with 


the two essays on 1848 in. this volume 


(which does not; unfortunately, 
include Sir Lewis's celebrated Raleigh 
Lecture “1848: The Revolution of 
the Intellectuals“), we can. see the 
kind of history of Europe: this would 
have been: history of people: and 


rather than of: things and. insti- 


tutions, owing: little to the modern 
preference for economic and: -socio- 
‘logical investigation and much. to a 
feeling for the human realities’ of 
politics. 


Demand for Liberty. 


So much of Sir Lewis's thinking. on 
this. theme has. revolved. round. the 
inescapable contradiction between the 
demands: of the individual for liberty 
and those. of communities. for self- 


| determination, that it is not surprising 


to find that he himself offers no clear 
solution. He has a.. preference. :for 
those nationalisms upon. a.com- 
inunity of-history as against those for 
which cemmunity of language. or 
the fiction of race are ‘the only justi- 


 fieation, and can at times come down 


in -favour. of solutions which at other 
times he wou ud undoubtedly condemn 
as essentially inhumane. 


He writes, for’instance:. Freedom 


Safest in’ the self-contained... com- 


munity with a territorial nationality; 


“and where. this has: not -by some 


miracle or the grace of God grown 


up spontaneously, it. might perhaps 


or not, the 


essays under the 


best be secured by a transfer of popu- 
lations.” Yet the transfer of popula- 


tions, besides the miseries that it. 


produces, is bound to increase that 
urbanisation and _ proletarianisation 
that Sir Lewis sees as inimical to the 
liberties he ‘most cares about: 
“ Liberty. is the fruit of slow growth 
in a Stable society; is based on 
respect for the rights of the individual, 
deeply embedded in the life and habits 
of the community: it is in its origin 
an aristocratic idea: of the self- 
conscious individual, certain of him- 
self and his position, and therefore 
perfectly at ease. It spreads when 
every mans house becomes ‘his 
castle’; yet he must have a house 
and be safely rooted.” 

In view of the profound study that 


he has made of nationalism and of. 


national movements, the © absence 
from Sir Lewis’s book. of any -con- 
sideration of the Jewish national 
movement to which he himself gave 
so many years of devoted and self- 
sacrificing service is rather striking 
as well as regrettable. And the effort 
in Israel to create a free society. with 
none of this deep-rooted - territorial 


_ proximity as a basis for its cohesion 


would deserve study in the — ot 
Sir Lewis's general ‘theory. 


Rhythm of Events | 


Whether this general theory is 
more than a descriptive one, enabling 
the historian, for instance, to classify 
those elemental irruptions. of dark 


forces that statesmen. only seem or 


pretend to control—there is some- 
thing almost Tolstoyan in Sir Lewis's 


treatment of Revolution—is difficult 


to. establish on. the’ basis of these 
essays. 
the historian introduces’ imtoo an 
otherw ise meaningless story: 
‘Possibly there is no more sense in 
human history than in the. changes 
of the seasons or the movement of 
the stars: or if. sense there be, it.

SYNAGOGUES OF 
SPITALFIELDS 


Survey of London, Vol, xxvii. 
Spitalfields and Mile End New Town. 


Published for the London County 


by the Athlone Press. 50s. 
Reviewed by A, B. LEVY 


This latest volume describes a 
neighbourhood of much interest to 
Jews. The story of Spitalfields, with 
which this handsomely produced 
book. is chiefly concerned, has been 
coloured by the settlement of two 
alien communities: Huguenots from 
from Poland, 
Holland, and other countries, The 
French émigrés arrived first and a 
number of the houses of worship as 
well as private houses they built were 
jater occupied by Jews. 

The Eglise de l’Artillerie, a French 
church jn Parliament Court, was 
consecrated as a synagogue in 1870 
for the Chevrat Menachem Avelim 
Chesed V'emet who, in altering the 
building,, made a new entrance in 
Sandy’s Row and named the. syna- 
gogue accordingly. The congregation 
is still going strong and is occasionally 
* the Cathedral Syna- 
gogue of, Dutch Jewry.” In 1954 its 
centenary was celebrated—the syna- 
gogue Started jn a house in White's 
Row, 

Many were the changes in this 
building’s history. They illustrated a 
nonconformity for which Spitalfields. 
was notorious even before the French 


- came... And after the Huguenots left 


the church - they leased jt to Uni- 
versalist Baptists, to a Unitarian 
congregation, to Scottish Baptists— 
and finally. to the Dutch Ashkenazi 
Jews. | 


3 Machzike Hadass Congregation 


A similar history belongs to. the 
Spitalfields Great Synagogue in 
Fournier Street, Brick Lane. This, the 
largest and finest of, the churches built 
for the French Protestants, .was leased 


the London Soeiety for Promoting 
‘Christianity among the Jews and to 


the Society of Methodists before it 
was taken over in 1898 by the Mach- 
zike Hadass congregation. The survey 
describés jts architecture -and fittings 
and prints photographs and a plan of 
the building. 

third place of  worship—in 
Artillery Lane-—after serving as a 
church for the French and a chapel 
for Baptists, Calvinists, and ‘ae 
gationalists, became a synagogue in 
1896 and remained so: till bombs 
damaged it in the last war. It is now 
used as a warchouse. 

Then, for about 50 years, there was 
the German Synagogue jn Spital 
Square, adapted not from a church 
but from two houses built by a French 


weaver. 


In another of these spacious. and 
elegant Spital Square houses members 
of that family of financiers the Gold- 
smids lived at the beginning of the last 
century, But one can find in the 
Survey some sharp contrasts to this . 
elegance of architecture, The lodging- 
house area round. Flower and Dean 
Street had, by the 1880s, earned the 
description of “ one of the most crime- 
infested districts in. the whole metro-- 
polis.” The Jack-the-Ripper murders, 
which had three residents of the area 


as victims, drew particular attention 


to the living conditions here, and one 
of the results. was that many blocks 
of dwellings were built—financed by 
the Rothschild family and others, 
and designed in several cases by 
Jewish architects. | 

One can find, also, other references 


to synagogues, schools, and houses of 
Jewish interest. 


And for those wha 
are curious about the general history 
of Spitalfields and Mile End New 
Town this scholarly volume and its 
many pages of photographs will have 
enormous appeal,

DISPUTE FOR ARBITRATION 


Decision by Shechita Board 
BY A JEWISH CHRONICLE REPORTER 


The disagreement over shechita rates between the London and Liver- 


pool Boards for Shechita is to go to arbitration. 


This was recommended 


at the meeting of the London Board last week (a brief report of which 


was contained in our last issue). 


The Board approved increases in salaries by 74 per cent for cattle 
staff and poultry shochetim, by about ten per cent for poultry sealers, 


and by 2 
which date back to October 6, 


24 per cent for administrative staff and shomerim. These increases, 
1957, were an adjustment based on the 


general 75 per cent salary increase to all members of the staff. 


Reminding members of the London 
Board of the details of the dispute, 
the President, Mr. S. Boxer, recalled 
that after discussion with the repre- 
sentatives of the Liverpool Board, 
payment for shechita services carried 
out by them at Birkenhead on the 
London. Board's behalf was reduced 
as from September 1, 1957. The 
Liverpool Board had opposed. this 
reduction and returned cheques’ paid 
to them in respect of Services at 
reduced rates. 

Subsequently the London Board 
officers met the Liverpool Board repre- 
sentatives in January this year, and 
after Consideration the London Board 
had been prepared to recommend an 


increase. of 2s. 6d. in respect of cattle 

shechita. 
Extra Payment 

in February -Liverpool.. Board 


officials wrote stating that they could 
not accept any financial adjustment 
which left them. with. less than. the 
net revenue as at August 13, 1957. 


Mr. Boxer said -it. was interesting to 


note that the proposed extra payment 
for oxen was only 2s. 6d. less than 
what the Liverpool Board. actually 
received after payment to the whole- 
salers, the difference at the 
moment was. 2s. 6d. for 
6d. for calves and sheep. . The. extra 
2s. 6d. for oxen would cost the Board 
about £1,250.a year, and in the 


‘opinion of the honorary officers of the 


London Board there was no. reason 
to justify a deviation from their pro- 
posals. 

On March § the London Board pro- 
posed to Liverpool that the matter 
should go to arbitration and Liver- 
pool had agreed “ provided that the 
London Board resumed its normal 
payments until the . matter’ was 
decided.” 

Commenting upon this Mr. 
said that in view of the obvious fact 


that any decision of arbitration would’ 


probably be retrospective to the date 
of the dispute, the Board could not 
accept the suggestion of Liverpool, 


and it was proposed to communicate — 


with Liverpool on these limes. Mr. 
Boxer, in moving the resolution that 
the London Board agree to. arbitra- 
tion, said that the negotiations with 
the Liverpool Shechita Board had 
been conducted ina irieadly and 
amicable manner, 


Mr. Boxer also referred to the dis- 


pute over shechita rates between the 
Board and two London. wholesalers 
who had stated that they would no 
longer pay the differential rates for 
shechita at Birkenhead. Recently the 
views of the wholesalers were put to a 
special meeting of kosher butchers in 
London after shechita services for one 
of -the wholesalers, Mr. Sol Polak, 
had been withdrawn by the Liver- 
pool Board on instructions from

officers were more convinced than 
ever that the Board was perfectly 
justified in imcreasing shechita fees 
for oxen slaughtered at Birkenhead 
by 10s. over the fees operative at 
Islington, London, and that there was 
no justification for reducing this 
figure. At a meeting on March 6 
Mr.. Polak. “emphatically refused to 
continue shechita at. the Birkenhead 
shechita fees.” and accordingly the 
Liverpool -Board was instructed to 
cease services to him. said Mr. Boxer. 

The. honorary officers realised that 
the carrying out’ of this. instruction 
might be instrumental in causing a loss 
of revenue to them, and a letter wis 
written on March 6. indicating that 
the officers .would recommend 
to the Board the reimbursement ‘of 
the Liverpool! Board for any loss thus 
sustained. Up to the -present the 
total amount .of shechita at Birken- 
head had not- diminished and. there- 
fore no Joss ‘In revenue arose. 
On. March 19 - letters -were 
from both wholesalers requesting that 
the matter be.put to arbitration. They 


Were sent a letter:on March 2] point- 


ing out that on the question of fees 
the Board “had enjoyed for the past 
t50..vears the right to. prescribe such 
fees at their discretion, and it did not 


received 


propose to denigrate its authority tn’ 


Mr. Boxer added: “ The: honorary 


officers take a-serious view. of the 
action taken. by. Mr. Polak and. Mr. 


particularly the former,. in 
attempting to undermine the authority 
of the Board by calling meetings of 
licensed butchers, by making state- 
ments to the press which were. mis- 
leading. and -by doing other things 
which were detriment: il to. the inter 
‘ests of the Board.” 

He .would mention 
remaining wholesalers, Messrs. J. 
Clarfelt and S. Ziff; had agreed to 
make up any deficiency in the normal 
week's supply, 
not. arisen. In addition there had 
been an undertaking from Mr. Clar- 
felt that there would not be a. price 
increase for meat. In fact there had 
been a decrease that week.

To ensure in future a regular 
weekly supply of kosher meat to-the 
Jewish community the. honorary

In the old conditions of licence a 
licence could be forfeited or 
pended at the discretion of the Board 
if the licensee should do or pern.it 
any five defined acts, one of which 
was doing anything which in. the 
Board’s opinion was. detrimental to 
the interests of the Board.

Benaiah was puzzied, but he had 
boundless courage and he was deter- 
mined to carry out the royal com- 
mand, Having made his preparations, 
he set out with the twenty men he had 
selected for this dangerous mission. 

For many weeks and months 
Benaiah and his men marched 
through strange, unknown lands, 


crossing valleys and mountains, rivers, —

At last they saw the terrible figure of 
Asmodeus . returning to the cave. 


_ At every step the ground shook and 


the trees trembled, and for.a moment 
Benaiah thought that he and his men 
would fall to the ground. At. last 
Asmodeus entered the cave. He was 
very thirsty, and examined the seal of 
the well. . Having satisfied himself 
that it had not been: tampered with, 
and that everything was in order, ‘he 
broke the seal and took a jar as large 
as a bucket to fill it with what’ he 
thought was water. Imagine’ his 
amazement when he noticed that the 
water had become red. He smelt the 


_ water and was almost overcome by the 


fumes of the very strong and ancient 
wine, a liquid he had never seen before.

“DATING DEAD SEA SCROLLS | 


New Research at Leeds University 


From our Correspondent 


LEEDS 

New light will be shed on the Dead 
Sea Scrolls as the result of an impor- 
tant research project now being under- 
taken by the Department of Leather 
Industries at Leeds University, as was 
briefly reported in THe JEWISH 
CuronicLe last week. The work is 
being carried out under the direction 
of Professor Donald Burton, head of 
the department, and Dr. R. Reed. 

Mr. J. B.. Poole, the Research 
Assistant for this investigation, has 
recently made an on-the-spot study of 


the area of the Qumran, where the 


Scrolls were discovered, and is carry 
ing out the detailed tests which this 
work involves. 
Professor. Burton pointed out that 
his department, which had long been 
engaged in a special study. of parch- 
ment. is concerned to establish the age 
of the Scrolls and where and how they 
were made, all of which would. assist 
greatly. in their interpretation. 
~ Close study of the material of the 
Scrolls seemed: to indicate that they 
were made of parchment rather than 
of leather; but tanned on the surface 
so as to make for easier writing. It 
had been ascertained that water from 
the Dead Sea could not have been 


| used in making the parchment, and 


Mr. Poole, during his recent visit to 
the Qumran area, had not found any 
traces of the pits that would have been 


used in making parchment or leather. 
Studies were being made of the wells 
in the area to ascertain whether they 
could have been used for. making the 
Scrolls, and from other 
areas. around the Dead Sea were being 
studied. ol 

Constant touch was being main- 
tained with scholars in Israel and 
Jordan and much archeological 
material had to be collated in order 
to establish the character of the frag- 
ments. Careful study had also to be 
made of the regulations governing the 
making of parchment for Torah 
scrolls and phylacteries. 


More Discoveries 


Professor Burton spoke of the great 
help which had been given by the 
Israeli and Jordan Governments. 
During Mr. Poole’s recent visit to the 
Qumran area further fragments were 
discovered, some of which he was able 
to: bring back. In fact, there was so 
much being discovered that it. was 
difficult for interested scholars to keep 


pace with all the developments. The 


fragments at present in the hands of 
the department were sufficient to Jas! 
for several years and were, of course, 
without any inscription, so that. they 
could be subjected to tests to ascertain 
their composition. 
Professor Burton and Dr. Reed 
both emphasised that it: would be 
many months before any definite con- 


_ clusions could. be reached..

Obituary 


DATING DEAD SEA SCROLLS 


New Research at Leeds University — 


From our Correspondent 


| LEEDS 

New light will be shed on the Dead 
Sea Scrolls as the result of an impor- 
tant research project now being under- 
taken by the Department of Leather 
Industries at Leeds University, as was 
briefly reported in THe JEWISH 
CHRONICLE last week. The work is 
being carried out under the direction 
of Professor Donald Burton, head of 
the department, and Dr. R. Reed. 

Mr. J. B. Poole, the Research 
Assistant for this investigation, has 
recently made an on-the-spot study of 
the area of the Qumran, where the 


Scrolls were discovered, and 16 carry-— 


ing out the detailed tests which this 
work involves. 

Professor Burton pointed out that 
his department, which had long been 
engaged in a special study of. parch- 
ment, is concerned to establish the age 
of the Scrolls and where and how they 
were made, all of which would assist 
greatly in their interpretation. 

Close study of the material of the 
Scrolls seemed to indicate that they 
were made of parchment rather than 
of leather, but tanned on the. surface 
so as to make for easier: writing, It 


had been ascertained that water from 


the Dead Sea could not have been 
used in making the parchment, and 
Mr. Poole. during his recent visit to 
the Qumran area; had not found any 


traces of the pits that would have been 


used in making parchment or leather. 
Studies were being made of the well; 
in the area to ascertain whether they 
could have been used for. making the 
Scrolls, and parchment from other 
areas around the Dead Sea were being 
studied. 
Constant touch was being’ main- 
tained with scholars in Israel and 
Jordan and. much archeological 
material had to be collated in order 
to establish the character of the frag- 


ments. Careful study had also to be — 


made of the regulations governing the 
making of parchment for Torah 
scrolls and .phylacteries. 


More Discoveries 
Professor Burton spoke of the great 


help which had been given by the 
israeli and Jordan Governments. 


- During Mr. Poole’s recent visit to the 


Qumran area further fragments were 
discovered, some of which he was able 
to bring back. In fact, there was so 
much being discovered that it was 
difficult for interested scholars to keep 
pace with all the developments, The 
fragments at present im the hands of 
the department were. sufficient to. last 
for several years and were, of course, 
without any inscription, so that they’ 
could be subjected to tests to ascertain 
their composition, 

Professor. Burton and Dr. Reed 
both emphasised that. it would be 
many months before any definite con- 
clusions could be reached.
